Bates And Cooper 

AFFIRMATIVE WIN 



Lucid Arguments 
Tell In Final Deci- 
sion 

"Immortaiiiy and higher standards 
of physique are incompatinlo," .said 
A. H. Cooper, a member of the win- 
ning affirmative team In the debate 
o£ -the- Arts '31 series contested yes- 
terday. Cooper and his partner, C. L. 
Bates, successfully defended the mo- 
tion "That the entertainment indulg- 
ed In by the present younger genera- 
tion Ib of a higher moral standard 
than that of previous generations," 
againsi U. Marier and K. F. Mc- 
Namee. 

Bates opened the debate with a 
scries of definite examples showing 
that the present génération was mo- 
rally superior to those v.'hich preced- 
ed it. lie meniioned the increase in 
card playing of a legitimate sort, 
learned in the home instead of In 
som« gambling den. He further men- 
iioned lite lessening in the number of 
delintiucnls, of prison population, of 
tho deaths from alcohol, and Uic in- 
criyise in th« enrolment at univcr- 
lîitles, all of which h« showed to bo 
Indicative of higher mdral standards. 

The increase in bank depositors and 
ihe decrease In Infant mortality were 
further mentioned, and Bales claimed 
the latter was diie to a iessening of 
liic .sins of the parents. A prominent 
physician was ijuoted as saying tliat 
Ihe boy of today takes the liborlles 
which- the boy of former years would 
and did. The extent of these liberties 
depends on the girl as nature lias 
said that it should. AVhcthcr iikirts 
arc long or short does not not affect 
liie mailer. 

AIcNamce discussed tho musical 
enlerlainincnt of the present genera- 
tion which. he said were living in a 
jazz age,. The iirc-vcleiicc of ja/,/. Is îi 
ii:.sull of many backward steps in the 
Held of liiu.'-ic.

That there wore 
changes In moral slniidiu ds, was 
admitted by Ihe .speaker, but Ihelr 
inlluoncc has been and he hoped al-

Immediately the 
fniver.^ity Council passed a motion 
that the editor apologize. This ho was 
perfectly willing to do, but his col- 
leagues demurred and refused to pub- 
lish it. A new editor w.as installed and 
ho refused to apologize. I'inally after 
a scries of meetings and the eventful 
dismissal of one of the professors, 
the students decided to take drastic 
action. They went on strike for four 
day.i. '

Abroad 



Dr. AVilllam J. Rose of Dartmouth 
Piiivcrsiiy will be the .preacher at tho 
University Church Service on Sunday 
moniin.ç in Moysc Hall. Dr. Rose was 
here last year in February for a 
week-end and preached at a service 
then. He will again this weok-end be 
al the service -of students on several 
occa.sions .Saturday and Sunday. 

Rose is one pack- 
ed with Interest. Ho was tli« second 
man In Manitoba to receive a Rhodes 
Scholarship and went ot Oxford in 
1905 where he continued his sliidv 
of Classics. After graduation he re- 
turned to .Manitoba. University for 
two years where he was an Instructor 
in the Department ot Classics. 

In 10 1 1 ho went to Germany for 
further post-graduate work. \i Xow 
Yuar's in 19U he accepted an ap- 
pointment -n'ith the International 
V.M.c.A. as Student Secretary In 
Vienna. It hapiicned that ho was 
siM-ndiiig till) summer of 19H at an 
olil castle In .\nstriaii Poland wliicli 
was being used by the Y..M.C..\ 
lor a .summer school.

refusa to serve under any other di- 
rection; that noiio of Ihcm would ac- 
cept the position of editor, and thai 
llioy would welcome a complcto In- 
vest isa lion of tlie eli.'iru'es appearing 
in tho editorials of Fobruary 0th."

Will Present Alterations To 
Counci' For Ratification 
Today 

A change in section three of th« 
conslltution of McGill Daily, which 
will enable the editors, when they 
think fit, to "oppose any decision of 
the students' councir* was unanimous- 
ly passed at a special business meet- 
ing of the staff held in tho editorial 
rooms last night. The change was 
liroughl about by deletinj a part of 
the section in ijuestion. 

Further cliango was made to this 
section by inserting a clause stylng 
tiiAt Tho Daily editorial columns 
s'aall r.o". .ii-.citly or by i.niplicallon 
lavor any candidate in a student 
election. 

' Section five, "Slaft" was amended 
so lhat women may occupy all reg- 
ular positions on tiio staff with: tho 
exception of that o( editor-in-chief. 

Considerable discutsion was held 
on tho atnendmenis, the editor-ln- 
chicf. who occupied tho chair, stres- 
sing the importance of the mooted, 
changes lo The Daily. The amend- 
ments as road to tho meeting were 
moved by T. II. Harris, a reporter, 
who pointed out that if tho editorial 
eoUinins of 'riic Dally aro to serve 
any purpose other than being a spaco 
wherein dissertations upon tho 
weather might find place, a certain 
amount ot liberty must be enjoyed by 
tho managing board. 

1|..' sti'-.-sed Iho f.i'.t that tho ed- 
Itofi.i: ..■.'iuinn-; ni-.isi nol bo allowed 
lo be used for caluiiinious purposes 
and lhat liberty must not bo tran- 
slated to mean license. ll.'\\r\er, ho 
said, tlie e lit'.uial eoluiii:i is of no 
value ■,;;;l.->s it tan be the medium Of 
e.\prc.-,sing inaluro opinion. Uo fell; 
that the editors of Tho Daily who 
had spent many years In tho servico 
of tlio paper and had an opportunity 
of eb.-erv ii'.r, nil cimpus aciivltlcj 
from wuiou.s angles were tho persona 
most logically suited to the duty ol 
commenting up^n these activities us 
they saw tit. 

lie felt certain lii.it tho ytudonts' 
ISxecutive Council do«s not. consider 
itself infallible and ' that the sam« 
body is nol afraid of wcll-dlrect«d 
criticism. For these reasons he 
tliouglil that tho I'nutu'il would very 
readily ratify tho amended constitu- 
tion.

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STUDENT RIGHTS 

Tlio UuivL'rsity of Toronto jusl now i.s suf- 
luring Ironi n ^crh'fi of ranid .«^liocks. The Un 
dcrgraduatc new.>;i)apor "Tlic Varsity." is pa-s- 
sing tlirongli vici.^.-^itudcs comparable to the 
times wlion j\IacKeiizie King was to llic fore in 
dispntes with the autlrorilies- L. J. Ryan, the 
former editor of tlie paper lia.s in turn, been 
twice threatened witli di.snii.<sal, twice con- 
firmed in lii.s po.'^ition, and finally dismissed. 
The entire staff has resigned as a sympathetic 
dcmonstnition. A new editor has .somehow been 
jjersuaried to tlie job of carrying on for the rest 
of the year. Finally one of the city newspapers 
ha.-: thrown imon a page of each issue to the 
dcpo.sed clianijiion of free .speedi and his home- 
less staff, so that his former public of a mere 
five thousand lia.'^ swollen to Inige dimensions. 

The editorial which started the trouble 
has ali-eady been published in part in thé Daily. 
Wlien one goe.s back to read again the statements 
which started all the trouble it is surprising 
to discover how ordinary the editorial really is. 
It talks about petting, true, and e.xpi-esses sen- 
timent. •= with which august university govern- 
ors would liardly agree. We do not agree with 
them ourselves, but at least the editorial errs 
more a<: logards subject than in its attitude. 

It lia.s been no secret thai the policy of the 
liaper has not been too savory to the Board of 
Governor.s of ihe Univer.sity, who apparently 
liave been greatly weighed down by the respons- 
ibility, if not of guiding the thoughts of the 
studenl.<. at lea.-l in .'^eeing that they are de- 
.eiitly kept under cover. The solid .stand taken 
)jy tiie staff of the paper certainly .saved the 
•H.iit'ii- at least on one occasion from dismis.sal. 

The final action of the Joint E.xecutive in 
firing the editor Avas precipitated by his last 
editorial which concerns the complicated 
manoeverings of the authorities. Why he 
sliould have raked open the matter after prom- 
ising not to is a (lueslion, Init the sudden end 
ivas at lea.st merely the culmination of trouble 
which has been brewing in various ways for 
.some time. 

Tlie editor a.scribes the trouble to the cut 
in .salai'ies at tlie beginning of the year, which 
cau.sed liini to be loft witli a yuuiig green staff 
who naturally made mistakes. The authorities 
a.scribe the trouble to the editor himself. To us 
iiuwevei', tiic trouble seems to lie deeper still, 
and loiiteiiis the much more fundamental ques- 
tions uf .student autonomy and the right of stu- 
dent e.xjjres.^^ion. 

In tln.'ory Toronto lias student .self govern- 
•ncnl. Jii efl'ect tile iiajid that appears oi'tencst 
in student control seems to be that of the Board 
jf Gov( DiiM-s. 'J'lic P.''i;sident of tlie Joint Exec- 
utive adinil.s that on four ucca.sions pi'e.ssure 
was brought to bear to have the editor removed. 
]'"oiir times this trouble was slaved off at the 
expellee of friction and growing ii-j-itatioii. 

The only silent voices during the whole 
proceeding.s ijeem to have been those thr un- 
dergraduates themselves. They, having elected 
cheir Administi-ative Councils, pa-ss out of the 
])icturc. The Administrative Councils, liaving 
olectetl tlieir i-ejn-csentatives to the Joint i'îxec- 
utive, ajjparently also pass out of the picture. 
Then tin; Joint E.xecutive, under the very pa- 
lernai vyc m!' ih(^ Hoard of Governors proceed 
to ti'an.'^cici business. 

It is absurd to suppose tliat uiidergradu- 
iite opinion will always be of a balanced and 
staid maturity. "It is also absuj'd to attempt to 
j-cgulato everything that is expressed by un- 
dergi'aduates. The paper is su])po.sed to be 
repre.sentalive of STUDENT opinion, and we 
cosnider that every undergraduate in Toronto 
lias a I'iglit to protest, whotiier they actually 
agree with the editorial oj- not, against the in- 
vasion of autocratic authority. 

We think that some of tlie statements and 
articles in the Varsity were unnecessary or 
mistaken. We think too, that the trouble was 
aggravated into its present form by the un- 
necessary intrusion into student affaii-s of the 
higher aiitlioritics.

It is pointed out that on four 
distinct occasions during tho .lende- 
mic year pros.sure from various sources 
has been broughl to boar upon the 
johit cxoeutivc to have the editor dis- 
missed and on each occasion the exo- 
culivo lias held Its hand. 

"Tho editor's latest article, bow- 
ever, makes It app.trent that there can 
no longer be any effectual co-opera- 
tion between him and ihc joint exc- 
cutivo and bis dismissal follows as a 
consctiucncc." 

The statement is signed by George 
A. McOUlIvray, chairman Joint ex- 
ecutive. 

"With regard to the allégation made 
by tho editor in liis editorial today," 
said Ml*. JlcUIIlivruy, chalrniiin oC tho 
Joint cxocutivc, "that his salary was 
proportionately reduced from that of 
his predecessor, all I can say Is that 
when ho took upon himself tho duties 
of office lio knew what lie had to face 
and wliaL reniuneralion iio was to re- 
ceive. 

"Also, from what any person read- 
ing the article might gather, it would 
appear that as president, I am paid n 
salary, wlileli Is entirely wrong and 
gives a fiil.fo iiniM'cs.sion. 

"Tlio editor ;ivers tlial his salary Is 
determined by tho Board of Cîovcr- 
nora and not liy tho students. 

"liCt mo .sny this: tho Students' Ad- 
ministrative Council dorldo what Ihfi 
salaries aro lo be and recoiiimenUs it 
to the Governor.". 'I'liis w:ih done be- 
cause a fow years ago tlio paper got 
Into dobt lo the ninounl of $1,100 or 
more. Then tho Governors decided tluil 
something must bo dono with It! 



•Mr. Uyan allackcd tho joint execii-

It was claimed that tho joliil cxern- 
tive has shown ilself not lo bo rc^pun- 
slble lo Ibo elected .Sliidciil.s' .\il- 
mliilstralivo Coiiiicil.

Quorum Often Lacking 

Although there aro 10 elected iiicin- 
bci'E of the S..\.C'. which is supposed 
to represent tiludcnt opinion to tho ex- 
ecutive, it is often Impossible to get 
a ciuoruin and meetings aro regu- 
larly broken up by members leaving 
for supper or going away in anger, a 
member of Ibo council told tho press.

Mr. Branlon said tlial ho had serv- 
ed on tho A'nrsity staff for ."-ix ycarf, 
in every position from cnb reporter up 
to managing editor.' lJuriiig tiiat time, 
he said, there bad always been fric- 
tion between tho newspiiper'.s staff 
and the S.A.C. "This Is nothing new," 
ho .■-■nirl. "It's jiiM- tho cnhnin.itioii of 
a. Ion-,- .series of disputes. In ypilo ot 
llio fad that the .S.A.C. say they have 
co-operated, tliat has not been tho cx- 
perlenco of tho men who have worked 
on tho Varsity. 

"There has always been an under- 
current ot lobbying, of whicii wc can 
produce concrcto examples if neccs- 
saiy. I want to back up .Mr. Ityan's 
statement that a full invostlgation will 
bo welcome. It is certainly time that 
there -was some. reorganization some- 
where." 

'•.Mr. JlcCiillivray assured nic that 
there would be no issuo of tho Var- 
sity tomorrow," Mr. Branlon continu- 
ed.

Aptitude Of Men 

Results Of Business At Re- 
search Are Favorable 



Eiigene, O. — nesulls of seven tests, 
to measure ability in occuntinp, cor- 
relate 10 « ver7* high decree with the 
ptsnerml ability tests piven by the de. 
partmcnt of psychology, said Dean 
rtavld E. Faville, of the school of bus- 
iness administration. University of 
Oregon, after vlewinç the work ac- 
complished by Profpp.tor 0. K. Bur- 
rcll, of the business administration 
d':p,ir;nierit who has conduct the 
tests and made the comparison. 

Professor Burrell has condticted a 
^'Tif! of tf^sts to determine the afi- 
•i.idc and the probability of success 
I'f a beginner in constructive ac- 
countinB. 

It is hoped that advance informa- 
tion can be jiained by these t'.çt.i as 
to a studejit's ability to master at- 
CO un tine. 

The tests will act es an instrii- 
luent of vocational guidance, stated 
Dean raville, and » basis for the 
sectioning of beg-inner.s in account- 
itiç ««cordinç to their aptitude. 

In the fall of 1927, the first of a 
(Cries of tests was ^iven to 225 ac- 
••KUnting stii(l<nls, Thi.i v-nn fol- 
lowed by a new battery jf test.-; 
i lvcn to thf; same number of stu- 
<J.,nU in the fall of 132S, and the re- 
f ults corop.arod with those of the fir« 
i'.rien 'in order to got the degree of 
I orrclatlon. 

Th« tes's cover the following: 
■•■bllity to solve computaUon arlth. 
metic problems, ability to solve 
leasonin» arithmetic i>roblem«, and 
ability to reason in abstr.-w^t terms. 

Also, tests in mahinç acouratr: 
•ilasslfications, and in reading un- 
derstandlngly, are included in the 
^eriaa. 

After the tcits were completed, a 
coofficlency of correlation ' wa« ob- 
taJned, atated Dean FaviUe, between 
accounting accomplishment and gen- 
eral ability. The reauHs compared 
favorably with the psychology tests 
in general ability. 

"We believe," said De.^n l'avlllo, 
"that frop] thr^K tests it may be pi,s- 
.^:bIe, In time, to ."section IxiKinnerg In 
.accounting on tho basis of general 
.ibility tests as obtained from the 
dopai-tmont of psychology. 

"Certain It is, that tlw findings „f 
JVofcssor Jîtirrell imiicaîe that n liijfj, 
degree of relationship exists between 
those tests, and the proi)ablllty of 
xuccess on a hBsl.i of attitude.

Philosophical 

Society Meet 

Dr, J. A. Ilickson delivered his ad- 
dress on ".Some Tenets o£ Modern 
Idealism." In the Arts Building last 
night. Tho speaker Introduced his 
philosophy as It was at the beginning 
subject with a survey ot divisioii.s ot 
ot this century. I'hilcsophy, he said, 
is to be divided into three main 
.groups. Idealism, Rationalism, and 
Realism.- Idealism consLsts ot Absolut- 
Ism, or as It l.s sometimes called, Imper- 
son;il Idealism, and Personal Idealism. 
The followers ot the former group ad- 
here closely to the teachings of the 
tJerman classical philosophers. The 
m-oup ot Personal Idealists is confined 
practically to the conservative pro- 
fessors in Britain and America. 

Example of 'Irraiionalists' arc 
Berkley and Kant, both ot whom be- 
longed to this class. Realist philoso- 
phers aro attached to science, and 
base their beliefs upon that founda- 
tion. To tills class belong several 
atheists. 

In speaking upon the relation be- 
tween. Dr. Hickson said that it was 
difficult to really soft tho connections 
with any ccrtnin religion. Ohristianl- 
ly Is too dogmatic, while the elhics 
are loo otlen a Hacked by science.
